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Dear  Fellow  Members, 

I  am  deeply  honoured  to 
have  been  elected  Chairman 
of  our  club  by  you  and 
thank  you  sincerely  for  the 
confidence  you  have 
reposed  in  me.

New  South  Wales  Minister  for  Sport  and 
Recreation,  Michael  Cleary,  paid  great 
tribute  to  the  administrators  of  racing  in  the 
State  when  he  attended  the  annual 
Tattersalfs  Club  Sydney  Cup  Dinner 
recently. 

Mr  Cleary,  who  was  accompanied  by  his 
wife,  and  his  old  friend,  comedian  Don 
Lane  and  Mrs  Jayne  Lane,  pointed  out  that 
when  he  received  his  Ministry'  in  1981 
‘"racing  was  not  given  the  recognition  it 
deserved”. 

In  addition,  there  were  problems  such  as 
the  Fine  Cotton  affair. 

“But  now  the  industry  employs  25,000 
people  and  provided  $176  million  in  1986 
for  consolidated  revenue,”  Mr  Cleary  said. 

“It  is  one  of  the  most  popular  spectator 
sports  in  the  State,  attracting  four  million 
people  each  year  and  New  South  Wales  has 
227  licensed  race  courses  with  3,540  meetings 
each  year,  compared  to  only  1,440  meetings 
in  Victoria.” 

Mr  Cleary  said  that  if  racing  were 
expanded  with  additional  meetings  in  New 
South  Wales,  they  would  have  to  race 
donkeys  because  of  the  shortage  of  horses. 

“There  is  no  doubt  that  New  South  Wales 
leads  the  Australian  racing  industry,”  he 
concluded. 

A  phantom  race  call  for  the  Sydney  Cup 
was  given  by  the  leading  race  commentator, 
Ian  Craig,  who  also  interviewed  the  current 
Premier  Jockey,  Jim  Cassidy. 

Jim  Cassidy,  then  under  a  “few  weeks 
suspension”,  estimated  that  the  loss  of  two 
major  winning  rides  in  the  period,  including 
the  Golden  Slipper,  had  cost  him  upwards 
of  $10,000. 

Asked  about  the  larger  fields  in  some 
major  races,  Jim  agreed  that  they  introduced 
a  large  element  of  luck  into  the  results. 

He  commented  that  women  riders  “do 
the  work  and  deserve  the  success  they 
achieve”  on  the  track  and  revealed  that  he 
and  Mrs  Cassidy  are  expecting  a  child  soon. 

Club  Chairman,  David  Dransfield, 
welcomed  his  predecessor,  Tony 
McSweeney,  who  attended  the  dinner  with 
his  wife,  Mollie  and  daughter,  Angela. 

Angela  had  assisted  the  club  by  providing 
table  gifts  of  perfume  for  the  ladies. 

Tony  had  founded  the  Sydney  Cup 
Dinner  about  eight  years  previously,  David 
said,  and  this  year’s  event,  with  a  crowded 
Club  Room  for  the  dinner,  proved  that  it 
was  as  popular  as  ever,  and  “gave  the  lie  to 
stories  that  Tattersalfs  Club  was  dying”.
